(By lite Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.— Joining 
to urge women of the United States 
to study and support chemical re­ 
search and the "unending service of 
chemistry to home, community and 
country," Mrs. Thomas U. W inter, 
president of the General Federa­ 
tion of Women's Clubs, Mrs. George 
Maynard Minor, president-General of 
the Daughters bf 
the 
American 
Revolution, Mrs. Herbert 
Hoover, 
national president of the Girl Scouts 
Miss Maud Wetmore, chairman of 
the W omen’s Department 
of 
the 
National Civic Federation and Miss 
Ada Comstock, 
president 
of 
the 
American association of university 
women, today issued an appeal to 
five million families represented in 
the membership of their organiza­ 
tions. 
As the burden of their message, 
the women leaders declare: 
'“This nation has fallen behind in 
the promotion of research in that 
branch of chemistry 
upon 
which 
rests the preservation of health, the 
practice of medicine, the elimination 
of waste from the home and in­ 
dustry* by the conversion of that
